For  most  foods,   the  plain  tin  can  is  entirely  satisf act  )ry ,   and  it  is 


cheaper  than  any  other.     For  certain  other  foods,   however,  e  iaofeled -tint  cans  are 
used  to  preserve  better  appearance  of  the  product.     There  are  two  kinds  of 
enamel,   orepared  for  scecial  purposes.

"  Ssnitary  enamel",   or  11 R  enamel"   or  "fruit  enamel",  mnn  Larr.  nf  driiip  hi"M 
color  with  bright  finish.     They  are  used  to  prevent  fading  of  color  in  red  -fruits 
and  certain  red  vegetables,  and  to  prevent  corrosion  with  pumpkin  end  squash. 

"C  enamel",   nf  light  gold  color  with  dull  finish,  is  used  tr  present  dark- 
ening of  the  food  or  the  can.     Certain  foods,  when  heated  in  plain  tin,  liberate 
hydrogen  sulfide  gas.     This  reacts  upon  the  metals  and  forms  d«rk  metallic  sul- 
fides which  may  be  deposited  on  the  can  or  on  the  food.     These  metallic  sulfides 
are  harmless,  but  they  detract  from  the  appearance  of  the  -^ood  and  of  the  cpn. 

"C  enamel"   cans  should  not  be  used  with  acid  -foods  like  ^ruits,  tomatoes, 
or  sauerkraut,  nor  with  meats  or  other  products  when  these  contain  much  fat, 
Acid  or  fat  may  cause  11 C  enemel"   to  peel  off  and  make  the  product  unsightly, 
even  though  harmless.
